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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that Thomson fails to suggest 
accessing user specific data from a linked user database that has been generated as a result of at least one previous interaction between 
the identified user and a help software program and that is specifically related to the identified user. Applicants further argue that 
Thomson fails to suggest formulating a response by intergrating a natural language input from the user with specific user data from the 
linked database and data from the knowledge database. Further, Applicants argue that Thomson fails to suggest updating the linked 
user database with a natural language input and response thereto, whereby future responses to the identified user may refer to the 
updated linked user database for the identified user. Applicant also argues that Thompon does not discloses a help program that is used 
in conjuction with a computer software program, but rather is directed solely towards "an information storage", searching and retrieval 
system." However Thomson should have been relied upon to disclose that the help program is used in conjuction with a computer 
software program (column 3, lines 29-41 and column 6, lines 35-46). Therefore, applicants arguments are not persuasive. 

Applicant further argues that the recitation of Noyes does not cure the dificiencies in the teachings of Thomson. However, the prior position of record 
is maintained. 

Since claim 1 remains rejected under Thomson in view of Noyes, claim 15 and 16 remain rejected. 
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
